fornia, says the 'San Francisco Chronicle. 
A poeulinr soil uml elimnto wero necossary, 
\vhieli woro thous'ht to bo Inckinp;, except 
nloii" tho Sacramento river. Like many 
othcrdisuovcrics, that of the Lodi molon 
district was duo to tho superior wisdom of 
a crunk.

An old ilissourian 
named Jlclntpsli 


owi.eil forty acres of land on tho outskirts 
of tho :own. He bad had considerable- ex- 
perience in the raising of mulons, and tho 
idea occurred to him that his land con- 
tained xood melon soil. Ho mentioned 
HIIS fnft to his nciglibord.buttho idea that 
melons would grow without rain was 
ImiKlied at. Hu plowed his land, however 
und"pl':iiitO(l tbe forty acres to molon seed. 
For several mouths ho was tbe IriUBhiiiK- 
Btock of tlio community, until his name 
bccamotho synonym for crank.- But to- 
tho surprise.'c"f bis skeptical uoiglibors his 
molon patch thrived, and by August ho 
hud forty tuousuml mulons roady for sliip- 
mont, nn"(l cleared twenty thousand dollm-s 
from liis forty acres. 


From that time this district bus supplied 


four-fifths of tho melons lor this market, 
aud hundreds of cars aru loaded during 
tho season at I ho littlu town of Lod:.

tt Alton, of the Sicnal Service I 
Allows that the cold air from tho loot of 
So nochy mountains, coming In the .valco 
ot an eastward-movins storm manilest- 
?ng unusually low barometer, causes 
sharp contrasts of tcmporauiro m Kan- 
s s and Missouri, and these contrasts, 
sometimes as much as ilfty dog™™, re- 
sult In -real tornado frequency in JSovth-

perature. In Southeast™ Pennsylvan a 
the bend of tho Uclawaro river there is. 
a croup ot tornadoes centering near 
Trenton, K- J. Southeast ot lakes Erio 
and Ontario there is also a lively region, 
which is an extension due to the still high 
contrasts of temperature common m the 
Mis-issippl valley and Southern Hich- 
i<»an 
In. northeastern Mississippi thoro 


is a very marked extension of tho Georgia 
and Alabama region, though not quUfl 
equaling it in frequency. 


Tho value ot property reported to tho 


Signal Service as destroyed in EOS years 
w°s about 823,000,000. Lieutenant Finlay 
estimates this to be about one-tenth tho 
actual value, making tho total losso. 
about 5330,000,030.

Thcso Ugures are doubtless -much be- 


low the actual damage, because tornado 
reports include the main facts only. Ihe 
transmission ot news is partly obstruct- 
ed and Isolated rojjions escapo report. 
Tho comparison ot a number of tornadoes 
with the amount of forest lands by 
States, according to tlio United States 
census, indicates that these storms ara 
not appreciably influenced by tho pres- 
ence or absence of forests. Tornadoes 
aro caused by the persistent movement 
and accumulation ot air masses on an im- 
mense scale. 
Forests and other-local 


features ot landscape have little effect. 
The Sicnal Service reported 280 tornadoes 
foTlSSC, 130 for 1SS5, 200 for :8S4,101 for 
1553 nnd from that time back to Ib70 tho 
nutnbe- diminished to 0. This does not rep- 
resent a change in the actual number, but 
only indicates additional facilities for ob- 
se-vation, due to tho steadily increasing 
interest taken by tho press and people, as 
well as to tho organization ot a largo 
start of voluntary tornado reporters in 
1554 under tho supervision of Lieutenant 
Finlay. In 1S35 tho number ol reporters 
had increased to 1,500, and in 1SSO to 2,500. 
This largo working force sent in an im- 
mense mass of very valuable information, 
duo to tho good will of the people. Ihosa 
reports aro used in estimating averages 
which will servo as foundations upon, 
which, tho work can and will bo carried 
forward for centuries. By this means tha 
dan"cr for given regions will bo so well 
known that tornado insurance premiums 
oan lie estimated justly, and in that mau- 
ncr much expenditure aaveO. There !• 
ovary reason to baliavo that if tho tornado 
records wero carried forward for several 
hundred years an astonishing regularity 
would bo discovered. Tho statistics al- 
ready allow great advanc.9
